The pair re- 
ceived approval in September for a -13- 
acre residential subdivision running north 
along Rock Creek. 

They now want to add another 133 
acres to the subdivision, extending homes 
- for one mile between Pole Line Road and 
4200 North. If approved.’ the total subdi- 
vision would include lots for 54 new 
homes, each lot larger than 1 .6 acres.

Hurlbutt, 46, refused to answer 
his critics Wednesday night, saying 
judicial ethics prevent him from re- 
sponding to his detractors.

Hurlbutt sa id previous_ 
adjudication attempts hod floun- 
dered. He blamed the Idaho Depart- 


judiciary - for those failures. 

"The Idaho judiciary will not al- 
low this to happen in the SRBA and 
will no lo’ngcr allow IDWR or other 
parties to drag out the case inter- 
minably as in the past." Hurlbutt 
wrote. 

•These criticisms riled EchoHowk , 
- the failed gubernatorial candidate

concerned Newcomb, a Republican 
farmer and rancher and a party in 
the lawsuit. 

Newcomb said lawmakers should 
be able to fine tune the system they 
helped create.

Idaho Political Almanac editor 
Randy Stapilus said he wasn’t sur- 
prised by Hurlbutt's decision - or 
the immediate outcry. 

"There'll be more of this." he 
said, predicting this won't be the 
last time- Hurlbutt makes people 
"come unglued." 

But he said he doubts lawmakers 
will permanently shut down the ad- 
judication - and turn the process 
over to the federal courts. 

Derail the SRBA and Hurlbutt 
could be replaced by the Ninth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals in San Fran- 
cisco. 

The prospect of California-based 
liberal judges deciding the fate of 
Idaho scares many. “That kind of 
sober: yoti-up real quickly if ydu'rc" 
an Idaho water user," Stapilus 
added.

Social Security pay- 
roll rates, now 12.4 percent and split 
equally between worker and employ- 
er. would rise to 13.4 percent. The 
Medicare payroll tax. now 2.9 per- 
cent divided among workers and 
companies, would rise to 4.4 percent. 

The valuC of tax deductions jvould 
be just 15 percent of the amount 
deducted, the lowest taxes bracket. 


For example, a $100 deduction now 
saves SI5 in taxes. A family in the 
28 percent bracket saves S28 for 
every $100 in deductions. The plan 
would limit the deduction to 15 per- 
cent regardless of the family's tax 
bracket. The 15 percent rate now 
applies to joint returns with taxable 
income up to’$38,000. 

Package 3 is a combination of 
reduced benefits and tax hikes.' It 
would raise the retirement age to 68, 
impose some increase in payments 
by Medicare recipients, slightly 
reduce Social Security benefits for 
middle- and higher-income workers 
and their spouses, and cut back item- 
ized tax benefits.

A third option - the skull trophy - 
combines elements of. both styles for a

The procedure is also inexpensive and 
easy, requiring only a day to com- 
plete. 

A skull trophy can present an aver' 


age animal as a unique and.ijnpressiv 
specimen. Memorable hunts don’t al- 
ways end with a Boone and Crockett 
animal, buuhcy can still provide years 
of fond recollections. A skull trophy 
-can-muke-n-four-point mulcy'fo'oV 
mighty striking. 

The first step toward creating your 
own skull trophy is to remove the 
hide from the head. Once that’s ac- 
complished. the skull is ready. to 
boil. 

You will need a kettle, or a bucket, 
large enough to hold the sk ull. A 
gmbby heat source, such as an outside 
fireplace or a propane camp stove, 
works just fine. The kitchen stove also 
'works well, but that option may not be 
acceptable to other members of the 
family. 

The skull should be immersed in 
boiling water for three to four hours, 
or more in the case of a large skall. 
After boiling, carefully dip the skull in 
cool water so it can be handled with- 
out burning your fingers.
